The Administration of Enemy Property Dept. have now 
written to us with regard to an application made by Usher ZLOCZOWER, 
Director of the Far Eastern Fur Trading Company, for the release of 
his assets held in the U.K. (see serial l6la). 


In the report of the Board of Trade Inspector (serial 105a) 
made in June 194.0 after the internment of GLUCKSMANN the final 
conclusion reads:- 


"(a) There is no evidence that the Company has so 
far traded with the enemy since 3rd September 1939. 


(b) In view of the possibility of remote enemy 
ownership, vesting of all shares should be considered". 


The action by which the Far Eastern Fur Trading Co. 
was taken under the control of the custodian was presumably officially 
based on this reconmendation. 


Our interest in the F.E.F.T.C. lies in its connection 
with WOSTWAG and the fact that we are sure, although we have no 
conclusive evidence, that the late Rubin GLUCKSMANN was aware of the 
connection of his firm with Soviet Military Intelligence and that some 
curious payments of money in which he was involved (e.g. the cash 
payments to Jacob KNOBIL) were made in the interest of Soviet 
intelligence operations. I do not think that we can produce 
conclusive proof of these facts, and were we to do so, might not 
even then justify further action being taken on the grounds of trading 
with the enemy, i.e., Germany. 


As regards the points raised in the letter from T.\/.E.D., 
Usher ZLOCZOWER now runs a butter and egg business, ULOVER Coe at 5, 
17, Harrison Street, N.Y. We have no up-to-date record of his present 
address though we have addresses given for him at 304, West 92nd Street, 
and 132, West 3lst Street, both in New York. The attitude of the U.S. 
authorities as regards ZLOCZOWER is slightly puzzling but when viewed 


in the light of the attitude of our own Home Office towards naturalization, . 


not inexplicable. He had presumably spent five years in the U.S.A. and 
qualified for citizenship. The F.B.I. were justifiably suspicious of 
his past connections with the WOSTWAG nexus of Companies but could 
probably bring no substantial objection even if they were consulted 

in the matter of his naturalization. Moreover, it is only since the 
war that the F.B.I. have been taking a very active interest in WOSTWAG 
and its ramifications, and ZLOCZOWER was naturalized in 19. 


I do not think that we can show conclusively that 
F.E.F.T.C. was technically a subsidiary of WOSTWAG, although the bulk 
of its business was done with WOSTWAG URGA; this firm was intimately 
connected with WOSTWAG, Berlin, and was probably at one time subsidiary 
to the latter firm. Furthermore, there does not appear to be any 
evidence in our records as to the source of the capital on which the 
F.E.F.T.C. was started, apart from the fact that it appeared to have 
been supplied by ZLOCZOWER. 


Finally, although the F.B.I. may continue to investigate 
ZLOCZOWER I doubt whether they will ever be in a position to take any 
action against him. I think, therefore, that our eventual reply to the

Administration of Enemy Property Department will indicate that although 
we have no reason to doubt the accuracy of our information concerning 
ZLOCZOWER, which was forwarded to their department under our 
EF.4.6,551/Be4eB of 18th February, 1943, we cannot produce any material 
proof to show that the F.E.F.7T.C. was a subsidiary of WOSTWAG or show 
where the money with which ZLOCZOWER started the firm came from. 


We can therefore, from our point of view, offer no 
substantial reasons as to why ZLOCZOWER's application should not be 
granted, but before we do this, however, it might be as well to inform 
the Americans of the application which ZLOCZOWER has made, and ask if 
they have any observations. We might also suggest that ZLOCZOWER' s 
application for the return of his assets might provide them with an 
opening for interrogating hin. The F.B.I. have been conducting an 
intensive investigation into the ramifications of WOSTWAG, and forwarded | 
to us @ massive report on the subject (serial 29a in PF.45,653); it @- 
would appear that they have not questioned ZLOCZOWER, and might welcome 
the opportunity of doing so. 


I am therefore submitting a draft interim reply to x - 


A.E.P.T. for signature by B.4.E, briefly giving them our views and 
asking if they have any objection to our consulting the U.S. authorities.

USCHER ZLOCZOWER 


The following information, except as otherwise indicated, was 
obtained from Usher Zloczower upon interview in January, 1950 in New 
York. 


Uscher Zloczower said he was born April 10, 1895 at Storozynetz, | 
Bukowina, Roumania. His parents, Isaac Kleinberg and Miriam Zloczower a 
were married by a Rabbi and because no state ceremony was performed, 7 
ere was no record of the marriage and most of the children used their 
Other's maiden name. 


His brothers were Osias Kleinberg, who died in the Carpathian 
mountains in 1918 and Herman Zloczower, who committed suicide in Vienna 
during World War II. 


His sisters are Sali Stein who, with her husband Pinkus Stein, 
reside with Zloczower; Etty Pautalzchek with her husband Paul Pautalzchek 
reside in Hillside, New Jersey; Pepi Ritter, who resides with her husband 
Otto Ritter in Forest Hills, New York; Regina Oalf lives in Palestine; 
and Bertha Munzer and Jeany Zloczower both died in Roumania. 


Zloczower said he had completed me year of his studies of 
medicine in 1914 at Frankfort, Germany when he was inducted into the 
Austrian Army. He had previously taken his undergraduate work at 
Sereth, Roumania. In 1918, after his discharge from the Austrian Arny , 
he took a course in Economics at the University of Vienna and in 1921 he 
eu with a Doctor of Philosophy degree. 


He first worked for an insurance company and then for the 
Vienna Commercial Bank. In 1922, he married Jenni Noraman at Kolomea, 
Poland. About 1922, he obtained a position with A. Buschel through : 
his son, Solomon, who was a classmate of Zloczower's at the University of 
Vienna and while working for Buschel, Zloczower ran the chicken and egg 
exporting business in Poland. 


Zloczower in analyzing himself stated that he was a liberal- 
intellectual and a progressive. Zloczower said he was friendly 
toward the Russians and the Communists until the struggle for power between 
Trotsky and Stalin. 


Zloczower said that while he was in Moscow, he roomed with a 
member of the OGPU and they used to argue about Trotsky and Stalin. 
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Zloczower was characterized as an idealist but he said when he returned 
to Germany he did not believe that he made any definite statements. 


It has been previously reported that Zloczower took the place 
of the Ehrenlieb brothers as the head of Wostwag when they were withdraw 
in 1926. Zloczower said he did not know the Ehrenlieb brothers ever 
worked for Wostwag in Berlin either as employees or managers. 


Zloczower stated he was never the head of-Wostwag but that 
Devingtel was in complete charge. When Zloczower arrived in New York City 
n April 25, 1938, he stated he was coming to William Bluman, merchant, 
Jetti Bluman Katz, physician, of 1211 Madison Aveme, New York City. 
Zloczower said William Bluman is his brother-in-law and has a store 
in New York City and Bluman's wife has a clinical laboratory in New York 


City. 


Notes: when Zloczower reentered the United States at New York 

April 25, 1938 on the Queen Mary he entered under a Rumanian quota from 
Paris, France. He stated at this time that he was born on April 10, 1895 
at Storozynez, Rumania, formerly Austrian, and that his residence at the 
time of his entrance into the U.S. was 2 Square Rocadamour. During the 
five years preceding his entrance into the United States he resided in 
Germany, 1932, to March, 1933; France, March, 1933 to August, 1936; the 
United States September 1.to 30, 1936; France, October, 1936 to December, 
1936; and the United States December 24, 1936 to February 24, 1937. He 
claimed he was married to Jennie Zloczower, who was born in Vienna, Austria, 
and they had two children, Eva, born in Viera, August 12, 1925, and George, 
born in Berlin on December 8, 1930. Zloczower is described at this time 
as 5'7", brown hair receding at the forehead, a heavy mustache, and brow 

es. He spoke and wrote German, French and English. Zloczower claimed 

have been a Lieutenant in the Austrian National Army from 1916 to 
the end of hostilities in World War I. 


Zloszower stated, upon interview, that through a classmate of 
his at the University of Vienna, Solomon Buschel, he obtained a position 
with Buschel's father in Poland where he learned the chicken and egg ex- 
porting business. 


About the beginning of 1924, he learned from David Rosenblith 
that Wostwag was in need ofan expert in exporting eggs. Zloczower said 
that he was an acquaintance of Rosenblith's and that he met Rosenblith 
in Vienna while he was on a vacation. Zloczower said that he was hired by 
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Wostwag through Rosenblith as an expert to export eggs from Russia to 
Germany. He said that he and Rosenblith went to Moscow together and that 
they arrived between the death and the burial of Lenin. 


He said Rosenblith stayed in Moscow with him for about two 
weeks and then left. Wostwag had an office in Moscow at Kuznietzki 
Most number six. It consisted of four or five rooms and employed about 
twelve people. When he arrived in Moscow the egg business had not been set 
up and he occupied himself by translating German letters into Russian . 
He also said he was a linguist which influenced his being hired by Wostwag. 


He said Wostwag, Moscow had an Export Department but not for 
gs or poultry. He said during his first weeks at Moscow he prepared 
a contract for Wostwag, Berlin in the Russian language andafter it was 
checked by someone in the office in Moscow, he was given more to do. 
He said that he made a contract for furs with one Dolgin, a representative 
of Weinshenker who was a furrier from New York City. His son Lev 
Weinshenker is presently in business in New York City. 


As a result of this contract, Wostwag, Moscow established a 
department for the export of furs. Zloczower said that one Raabe was a 
Director of Wostwag and in charge of the office in Moscow, 


Raabe was hired toward the end of 1924 and when he died, the 
newspapers stated that he was a member of the Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union. 


Zloczower said he stayed in Russia for about a year and a 
half and during that time he started the egg export business. He established 
about thirty egg buying stations in the vicinity of Voronzh, Russia, which 
¢& used as a central point. The eggs were packed in Roumanian excelsior 
ich had to be dried and the eggs were then exported to Germany. 


Zloczower stated that during the time he was in Moscow, he 
recalls that the Wostwag office was in charge of Nicoli Nicoliovitch, 
last name unknown, a Russian emigre, who was an old man and wore a goatee. 
He was followed by one Raabe who was the Soviet Government representative 
in Wostwag at Moscow and as previously stated when Raabe died, the papers 
identified him as a member of the Soviet Communist Party. 


Raabe was succeeded by one Feinstein who was forty years old 
in 1924, 5' 9" tall, 150 lbs., bald head, fair complexion, and wore a 
small mustache. Later, Feinstein was with the Soviet Trade Delegation at 
Berlin as financial director. 
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While in Moscow, Feinstein exercised the control of the Soviet 
Government's share in the business. In 1925, Zloczower returned to Germany 
after he had set up the egg exporting system in Russia for Wostwag. He also 
Operated an egg exporting business in Germany where Wostwag had eleven 
stations for the purchase of eggs. 


Zloczower said he used to be in England from December until 
Easter every year and then he would spend a few months in Berlin and 
return to Voronzh, Russia to handle the egg buying business. This arrange— 
ment contimed until 1929 when Wostwag and all other foreign firms had their 
concessions discontimed. Zloczower said he could see the discontinmance 
the concession because of the difficulty the Kulaks were having from 
om Wostwag purchased their eggs. 


Between 1925 and 1929, the Soviet government had a representative 
at Wostwag, Berlin named Yevseyev. When he left, Basilius Bucholz followed 
him and Zloczower said because Bucholz was a Russian, he presumed that 
Bucholz was also a Russian representative. Bucholz never learned to speak 
German, French or English during the period Zloczower knew him. He said 
it was always necessary that he have someone who could speak Russian to 
translate for him. 


After Bucholz came to Wostwag, it expanded its business in 
Mongolia and Bucholz instructed Zloczower to go to Mongolia because 
Wostwag was distressed over the amount of merchandise sent there and not 
sold. He believed it was worth about $100,000. Zloczower was also to 
help establish the exporting business in Mongolia, Manchuria and China, 


When Zloczower arrived at Urga, Mongolia, he met Dain and it was 
his impression that this branch had been established about six months to 
, Zloczower said he examined the general merchandise in the ware- 
house and contacted merchants in Urga and disposed of the goods. 


While at Urga, he bought furs, casings, and horse hair 
and arranged for their shipment to Germany. Zloczower stated that while 
in Urga, Wostwag bought furs from the Mongolian traders and the government 
agency "Monzenkoop." Zloczower stated he stayed at Urga for about four 
months during which time he acted as consultant for Dain. From Urga 
he went to Harbin, Tientsin and Hankow. It was his opinion that the first 
two branches hat» been recently established and that the third branch he 
established himself, 
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At Harbin, the manager was a red-haired German, later identified 
as Langammer, and there he found that Wostwag had overpaid for sheep 
casings. 


At Tientsin, Haltrecht,who was a Pole, was manager and he was 
succeeded by a tall fellow named Kronberg. 


Zloczower, upon reinterview, corrected his recollection and 
stated that Wostwag did not have a branch at Tientsin but that he had been 
instructed to inspect 0.T.E. Corporation at Tientsin. Also, that Haltrecht 
was the original manager of 0.T.E. Corporation, and Kronberg was his 


, om 


At Hankow, Zloczower hired one Jann as manager. In 1930, 
Zloczower placed Mimersdorf in charge of the Shanghai office. Zlocozower 
hired an American in Shanghai named-Niles, who was a goat skin expert, 
to manage that phase of the business. The casings expert was - Hauk, a 
German from Bohemia, 


Zloczower said that the Chinese merchandise was originally 
mostly shipped to Germany. Later, Wostwag found that the most important 
buyers for these goods were in the United States and so they used Ernest 
Wright as their representative and shipped the Chinese merchandise 
directly to the United States. 


It was Zloczower's impression that Bucholz had invested money 
in the Wostwag business and that Bucholz also handled the procurement 
of Soviet licenses for the shipment of goods through the Soviet Union. 


Zloczower said that every year he made a trip to the Orient to 
s vise the Wostwag business there and in the Fall of 1932, when he 
re ed to Germany, the Nazis were in power and he asked Wostwag for 
assistance in getting business in France as he intended to live there. 
He said that Wostwag had relationship with a firm in Paris, D'Outre Mer, 
which dealt in casings. It was started by David Rosenblith and had, 
Rigaut, and Stehlin as Directors. 


Zloczower said thet D'Outre Mer was in effect a subsidiary of 
Wostwag and was established in order to get some of its capital outside of 
Germany. 


Zloczower went to Paris, France in 1933 and Rosenblith signed 
over the stock in the company to him and Zloczower carried on the business 
of the company. 
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FAR EASTERN FUR TRADING COMPANY (Feft) 


In 1936, Bucholz contacted Zloczower in Paris and discussed 
with him setting up a business in London, England to sell furs in either 
England or France. This company was to receive merchandise on a 
commission. Zloczower said that prior to 1936, D'Cutre Mer did not handle 
furs. Also, that Wostwag through Bucholz, put up a majority of the money 
and Zloczower put up some money for Feft Company. 


Zloczower held sixty per cent of the stock and Aron Ehrenlieb 
forty per cent of the stock for purpose of the record. Dividends 
on the stock were returned to Bucholz. 


Aron Ehrenlieb formerly was a Wostwag man in Mongolia. Zloczower 
said that he met him either in Berlin or Mongolia in 1930. He thinks 
Bucholz may have toldhim and Ehrenlieb to go to London. He thought 
Ehrenlieb came from Mongolia and that they met in Paris and later in 
London where they formed Feft Company. 


Zloczower said he had never known that the Fhrenlieb brothers 
worked in Berlin as Wostwag employees. He had met Abraham Fhrenlieb in 
Tientsin, China. 


In 1936, Zloczower came to the United States for one month 
to see Motty Eitingon of Eitingon-Schild who was a Marmot customer of 
Feft Company. Zloczower said Mongol Furs was a New York cable address 
for Feft Company. 


Zloczower said that he arranged for a joint account business 
vr Eitingon for Feft Company so that Feft Company would be partners to 
the sales by Hitingon and would split the difference between the minimum 
market prices and the sales prices of the furs less Eitingon's expenses. 


Also on this trip, he contacted Yanowitch Fur Corporation 
(presently located at 146 West 29th Street, New York City), an American 
fur merchant, and L. Lehman and Son (presently located at 343 ‘7th Aveme, 
New York City). At the end of this oe month trip, he returned to Paris. 


In January, 1938, he returned to London and prepared for a trip 
to the Soviet Fur Auction, at Leningrad. He went to Leningrad to show the 
Mongolian furs of the Feft Company. The Feft Company furs were included 
in the,catalogue of the Soviet Fur Trust Auction. Zloczower said he was also 
permitted to prepare a separate style catalogue which he distributed at 
the auction among the prospective fur buyers. Zloczower said the Feft was 
permitted to take the money out of the Soviet Union which was realized upon 
the sale of these Mongolian furs. 
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Zloczower said that Bilenki, who was head of the Soviet Fur 
Trust in 1938, was formerly second in charge of the Soviet Trade Delegation 
at Berlin, Germahy and he knew Zloczower from Wostwag, Berlin. 


Zloczower stated that prior to leaving for Leningrad, he was 
advised by Bucholz that because there was considerable unsold Feft Company 
merchandise in New York City, that he would have to go to New York to 
dispose of the goods. In April 1938, he came to the United States using 
his Austrian passport under the Romanian quota and he made the Pacific 
Merchandise Company his headquarters. 

x 
® Zloczower said that when Ehrenlieb left London for this same 
_swre in Leningrad, that he did not see him after the completion of the 
fur auction and that Bucholz hired Glucksman to replace Ehrenlieb in 
London. Zloczower understood that at that time, Glucksman was in Hamburg, 
therefore, he was hired by Bucholz to replace Ehrenlieb. 


As Zloczower recalled, Glucksman was in Paris for two or three 
weeks before he left for London. He stated that as far as he knew, 
Glucksman had no connection with D'Outre Mer. 


While Zloczower was in the United States from 1938 to 1940, he 
was employed by the Feft Company in the United States to dispose of its 
furs and Glucksman ran the Feft Company in London. Zloczower stated that 
when he was first in the United States in 1938, he arranged for the 
purchase of Douglas Airplanes for the lkongolian Government. According 
to Zloczower, these planes were bought with the proceeds of the 
Feft Company furs that were sold in the United States. 


It is to be noted that it has been previously recorded that in 
iy ary, 1938, Max Rothstein, alias Max Roney, of Paris, France, acting 
on behalf of Feft Company, ordered ten planes from Douglas Aircraft Company 
for the Mongolian Transport Company of Urga and in May 1938, Rothstein 
purchased three DC-3 airplanes for shipment to Outer Mongolia by way of 
Leningrad. Zloczower said that he arranged for theshipment of three 
Douglas airplanes to Mongolia through Amtorg. These planes were shipped 
on a Moore-McCormick vessel from Jersey City, New Jersey. 


When Zloczower liquidated the fur assets of the Feft Company, 
he sent the proceeds through Knobil to Bucholz until Bucholz arrived in the 
United States and at that time he turned over the remaining monies to 
Bucholz. Zloczower could not recall the specific amount of money he turned 
over to Bucholz in the United States. 


When the Feft Company business was completed in 1940, Zloczower 
bought a wholesale butter and egg business in New York City which he 
operated as U. Slover. A friend by the name of Kuntzen sold his interest 
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in a poultry firm in Cranbury, New Jersey, to Zloczower. At that time, 

a Czech named Parker, whose original name was Polak, was also a part 

owner of this firm and after World War II, Zloczower bought Parker out and 
sold a ten per cent interest to his brother-in-law, Pinkus Stein. 


Zloczower was of the opinion that Bucholz decided to sell furs 
in London and set up a firm through which they could work. Itwas decided 
to capitalize the business at 20,000 pounds. Zloczower does not remember 
whether the cash was put up by Bucholz or whether it was represented by 
furs. The funds in the Feft Company were disposed of as Bucholz told him. 
Zloczower said he believes he hired Kate Rink but he does not remember who 

commended her. He recalls her as a very homely woman who did clerical 
ke 


Zloczower said that Ehrenlieb was the bookkeeper and office 
manager of Feft Company and was also a director with Zloczower. Zloczower 
said that the Soviet Fur Trust originated the Leningrad Fur Auction which 
was held twice a year. 


In early 1938, Ehrenlieb left for the Fur Auction at Leningrad 
and after attending the auction, he did not return to London. Zloczower 
does not know whether Ehrenlieb remained in the Soviet Union or went some 
place else. He has not heard of him since that time. 


Zloczower said that he either saw the original journal of 
Feft Company or a copy each month. Zloczower said that Feft Company 
received furs from Mongolia and sold them in London or New York, but 
in order for him to procure these materials, it was necessary first that 
goods such as hardware, automobiles, clothing, etc., be shipped into 
Mongolia before the furs were shipped out. Feft Company did not ship any 
oo into Mongolia. This was done by Wostwag, Berlin. 


After the furs were sold, it was necessary to pay for the goods 
which were furnished to purchase the furs. Zloczower was of the opinon 
that Bucholz owned or controlled Wostwag and that it was Wostwag's money | 
that had been previously paid out of Berlin and used to start Feft Company. 
Zloczower stated that Bucholz never told him this, he just surmised it. 
Also, he never signed any trust agreement with relation to the stock in the 
Feft Company. Zloczower thought he probably endorsed the stock certificates 
and gave them to Bucholz. Any dividends realized in the Feft Company were 
turned back to Bucholz. Zloczower did not have a clear recollection as to the 
actual disposition of the dividends, although it has been previously 
reported that dividends, after being declared were transferred to 
Glucksman's special account. 
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When Feft Company was registered as a private company in 1936, 
it was done by Ronald William Gordon McKay. Mr. Zloczower stated McKay 
was a solicitor employed by Herbert Qpenheimer and Company. The signature 
on these papers appeared to be F. Froces. Zloczower stated that what 
appeared to be F. Froces was actually D(r) Zlocz (ower), his signature. 


Zloczower was questioned about the fact that in 1936 about 
$900,000 was paid into the Feft Company account at Martins Bank by 
Moscow Marodny Bank ltd., and the payment credited to Wostwag. The 
bulk of this sum eventually was transferred in United States dollars to 
New York and debited to Wostwag. Zloczower had no definite recollection 
of these transactions but said that Monzenkoop had an account with the 
State Bank in Moscow and the Marodny Bank was the transfer agent for 
the State Bank. 


It has been previously noted that in 1938, most of the Feft 
payments were made to 0.T.E. Corporation, Tientsin, China. Zloczower 
said Feft Canpany never purchased anything for shipment to Mongolia, 
therefore, the payments, according to Zloczower, were most likely made 
upon the instructions of Bucholz or Dain. 


It has been previcusly noted that during 1937 and 1938, Feft 
payments to Wostwag, Berlin, far exceeded any other payments by Feft. The 
last payment was $29,72).5 on August 16, 1939. Zloczower said because of 
the German monetary regulations, it was necessary for every German corporation 
to account for all merchandise they shipped from Germany. In fact, Zloczower 
believes Devingtel was finally arrested by the German authorities because 
of his failure to comply with these regulations. 


Zloczower did not remember these payments to Wostwag, Berlin but 
he said if they were made it was either upon the instructions of Bucholz 
or Devingtel. Zloczower could not remember that on October ), 1937, 
Frank J. Kleges, transferred to the credit of the Feft Company at Martins 
Bank, London, the following:

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These sums were carried on the FEFT Company books as a credit 
to the account of Wostwag, Urga. 


Zloczower said he did not know Frank Kleges and he never 
heard of Legumes Sec. It is to be noted that Glucksman had stated that 
in 1937 he and Zloczower audited the books of Legumes Sec in Paris, 
Zloczower denied ever having audited or examined the books of any 
company. 


Photographs of John Kirchenstein, alias Frank Kleges, were 
ee” to Zloczower with negative results. 


According to records of FEFT Company, its transactions with 
Pacific Merchandise Company were merged with Wostwag in early 1938. 
Zloczower had no recollection of this and he could not explain the reason 
for it. 

From an examination of Glucksman's special account, it appeared 
to be used for the disposal of company dividends. Dividends were declared 
first then Zloczower's dividends were transferred to Glucksman's special 
account. 

In 1938, a dividend for 3,000 pounds was paid as follows:

® In 1939, a dividend of 1,200 pounds was transferred to 
Glucksman's special account with 500 pounds paid into the company's 
account and disposed of as follows: 


Banker's Draft to R. Glucksman 1,000 pounds 

Banker's Draft to Max Rothstein 7454.4 pounds 

Cash 2,000 pounds 

Zloczower claimed he did not recall the particulars with relation 


to the disposal of the dividends. He believed they were paid according 
to the instructions of Bucholz. 
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Zloczower stated that Rothstein was a personal friend of his 
from Vienna and he was later employed as an engineering consultant for 
Wostwag. Rothstein also assisted in furnishing some technical advice to 
Feft Company in their purchase of planes. 


Zloczower said that when Rothstein left Wostwag, Berlin, they 
wanted to give him some severance pay and inasmuch as his wife proceeded 
him to London, that part of the payment may have been made to her in 
1938 and her husband was paid the balance in 1939. 


It has been previously determined on March 30, 1939, when 
Pacific Merchandise Company owed Feft Company 291,593.44 pounds, the Feft 
Company paid Pacific Merchandise Company through Martins Bank, Ltd., and 
Chase National Bank of New York, the sum of $190,000 and again the sum 
of $10,000 on April 12, 1937. 


On June 4, 1939 Pacific Merchandise Company made their own 
cash payment during the year of $135,000. Zloczower stated that he could 
not specifically recall these transactions but it was his opinion that 
this was done as a result of the suggestion he made to Bucholz when 
there was a serious currency hazard in Europe. Zloczower suggested that 
Feft Company transfer its money to the United States because he thought 
it was safer. 


Zloczower stated that the money was deposited in the United 
States, in what amount he did not recall, and it might explain why 
Feft Company transferred money to Pacific Merchandise Company at a time 
we-4 they owed Feft Company considerable money. 


@ The records of Feft Company indicated Pacific Merchandise 
Company bought planes and equipment for or on the instructions of Wostwag, 
Urga. Throughout 1939 they were credited by Feft Company with 
673,111.50 pounds, Wostwag being debted. Part of this sum included 
38,572.14 to Uscher Zloczower. Zloczower said that he believed this 
sum approximated the amount of money he had in Europe when he came to the 
United States. Zloczower stated that he also brought $20,000 to the 
United States from Switzerland. 


During 1939, Feft Company's larger payments were made to 
Monzenkoop, Urga. On July 31, 1939, Wostwag accountswere closed, 
transferring 192,187.82 pounds to the credit of an account opened in the 
name of Monzenkoop, Urga. Zloczower's explanation of this was that 
Feft Company probably wanted to avoid showing that a German c ompany had 
so much money in Imgland.

Zloczower said that the monies paid to Jacob Knobil at Paris 
in 1936, 1937, 1938 and 1939, were undoubtedly payments to Bucholz. 


The monies paid to Wostwag, Berlin in 1936, 1937, 1938 and 
1939, Zloczower believed were made in order to return money to Germany 
for theexports that Wostwag made to Mongolia.

Zloczower said this was a Marine Insurance Company and that it 
had to be paid its premiums in foreign currency.

Zloczower said that in 1925, 1926 or 1927, Wostwag wanted to 
Save some money that would be due in taxes and so they entered an account 
in their books in the name of Maximowsky and had this fictitious individual 
lose some money in the Orient. Whether this Maximowsky was of the same 
type he did not know. 


Zloczower stated that Societe Pour Le Commerce D' Outre Mer 
Paris, was owned by Bucholz ultimately and that Bucholz had actual 
possession of the stock. 


Zloczower said that Foohsiang was the telegram address of 
, Trading and Ingineering Company in Tientsin, China. 


ORIENTAL TRADING AND ENGINEERING COMPANY 


Zloczower said that there was no financial or management 
relationship between Feft Company and O.T.E. Company or between 0O.T.E. 
Company and D'Outre Mer or between O.T.E. Company and Wostwag. 


Zloczower knew nothing about the business details of O.T.E. 
Company as it was not part of Wostwag. Zloczower was of the opinion that 
O.T.E. Company was founded by one of the Wostwag men and that he had some 
connection with Wostwag but this connection was not definite in his mind. 
Zloczower later recalled that Haltrecht, who was Polish, and had been the 
manager of the Chemical and Engineering Department at Wostwag, Berlin, 
opened the 0.T.E. Company. 
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Zloczower met Haltrecht in Berlin and then learned that he was 
in Tientsin, China. When Zloczower first went to China, Kronberg was in 
charge of O.T.E. Company at Tientsin. 


Zloczower thought, when first interviewed, that Wostwag had a 
branch in Tientsin between the time he was in Wostwag and the time he 
left for Paris, but when he was subsequently interviewed, he recalled 
that Wostwag had no branch in Tientsin. 


“ee He said he met Abraham Ehrenlieb in Tientsin where he was 
employed as a bookkeeper with O.T.E. Company. 


Zloczower admitted that when he made the inspection trip to the 
Orient for Wostwag in 1929, that he was also instructed to inspect 
O.T.E. Company. Zloczower said that he was suspicious of what happened 
to Haltrecht as he never heard of him after he left Germany to return to 
Tientsin. 


Zloczower said he knew that Haltrecht's wife had a millinery 
shop in Tientsin. It is possible that the L'Art Millinery Shop was 
operated by her. 


A. Stahlman was manager of the Import Department of the 0.T.E 
Company in 1932. Zloczower said Stahlman was a casings man and he knew 
he worked for 0.T.E Company in Tientsin. 


Solomon Bihovsky who was an American and manager of the Tientsin 
, i of O.T.E. Company in 1936, according to Zloczower, purchased 
for Wostwag in Shanghai and he used to visit the United States. 


Isidore Retish was fur purchasing agent for 0.T.E. Company 
in 1936. Zloczower said he knew him to be a fur man who sorted wolf 
skins.

WOSTWAG CHINA 


It has been previously reported that on February 4, 1933, an 
article appeared in the "Vechernia Zaria" a Russian language newspaper 
published in Shanghai entitled, "The Shadow of Moscow Behind the German 
Firm Wostwag." This article referred to the fact that in Mongolia, Wostwag 
enjoyed a monopoly for the import of motor cars and trucks and that they 
mechanized the Mongolian Red Army. 


Further, that Wostwag, Harbin, which first appeared in 1930, 
was to be headed by Mr. Tellialoff who later was in charge of Wostwag in 
Mongolia. Further, in 1931, the arrival at Harbin of Dr. Slotschever, 
head of all Wostwag eastern branches, changed the instructions of the 
head office and Mr. Langammer was appointed as Harbin Director. Langammer 
was referred to in the article as "Outsider." 


Between July, 1931 and early 1932, a Mr. Gross was appointed 
ountant of the Wostwag, Harbin branch. The article stated that Gross 
was an experienced party worker who was carrying on secret work but that 
the work became known and that Gross was dismissed and proceeded to 
Moscow where he held a big position on the "Party Line." 


In March, 1932, Dr. Slotschever visited Harbin soon after 
North Manchuria was occupied by Chinese troops and he is quoted as saying, 
"Tf the political influence of the Japanese here increases, we should 
stop our work. Our missions are too definite." 


Zloczower said that he has a hazy recollection of some 
accusation being made against Wostwag in the Orient although he could 
not specifically recall what it was then though an attempt was made to 
refresh his recollection. 


With relation to Tellialoff, Zloczower said that when he was in 
Moscow for Wostwag, Tellialoff was the Wostwag agent in Odessa. 
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Tellialoff apparently had been hired in Moscow. Tellialoff shipped 
feathers and casings from Odessa and later he was the Wostwag manager 
at Urga for a short period of time. Zloczower thought possibly while 
Dain was on his vacation. Zloczower believes that Tellialoff died when 
Zloczower was in Paris. Zloczower did not recall that Tellialoff was 
ever considered as a manager of the Harbin Branch. 


Zloczower stated that Langammer had been employed in China 
bya German concern, and was probably hired through an advertisement 
ed in a newspaper in Berlin, Langammer worked for about two years 
as manager of the Harbin Branch and according to Zloczower the branch 
did not pay and had to be closed. 


Zloczower said that when the Japanese began to occupy 
Manchuria, they would not let anyone but the Japanese do business there. 


Zloczower advised that Martin Gross was an accountant who 
became unemployed and was hired by his friend Rosenblith in Vienna, 
Gross returned to Berlin, Germany when the Harbin Branch closed, but 
Zloczower does not remember if he was re-employed by Wostwag. 


Zloczower stated that automobiles and trucks were shipped from 
Germany and the United States to Mongolia but he has no knowledge that 
Wostwag mechanized the Mongolian Red Army. Zloczower denied the quotation 
attributed to him but he said that the occupation by the Japanese of 
Manchuria lessened the possibility of any firm other than the Japanese 
firms from doing business. 


aS) Zloczower remembered that Wostwag sold three oil trucks to 
the Soviet Oil Trust and most of the trucks shipped to Mongolia were sold 
to the Mongolian-Transport Agency. 


RUBIN GLUCKSMAN 


Zloczower said that he knew Rubin Glucksman in Vienna, Austria, 
where he was a member of a Zionist Organization. He later went to 
Palestine where he worked as a laborer on the roads and he returned to 
Hamburg where he believes he worked for Wostwag. Bucholz hired 
Glucksman to replace Ehrenlieb when Ehrenlieb left Londo in 1938. 


Jenni Zloczower said that she and her husband knew Glucksman 
in Vienna and when the Zloczowers left Vienna in 1922, they did not 
meet him again until he came to Paris on his way to London. She believes 
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his wife, Martha Glucksman, resides in Paris and that they had three 
children, Alisa, Miriam and Joseph. Jenni Zloczower said she corresponds 
infrequently with Martha Glucksman, the last time being in 1947. 


Zloczower said Glucksman was the bookkeeper and office manager 
of Feft Company at London, England. Mrs. Glucksman was originally from 
| Prague, Czechoslovakia and she married Glucksman in Palestine. Mrs. 
| Glucksman stayed in Paris, France while her husband worked in London, 


Zloczower has sent Mrs. Glucksman about $100 on two occasions 
a ee as several food packages. He said that Mr. McKay advised him 
that the British authorities had several hundred pounds of Glucksman's 
and that they had taken it from him when he was interned. Zloczower advised 
Mrs. Glucksman about her husband's money. 


From another source it was learned that Rubin Glucksman was 
married and his wife's maiden name was Martha Bass. They were married 
in 1934 at Hamburg, Germany. They had two adopted children, Eliza and 
Miriam who were born in Jerusalem in 1924 and 1928 respectively. Their 
only son Joseph Andre Glucksman, was born in France in 1937. 


According to this informant, while Glucksman was director 
ef the Feft Company, London, his family lived in France. This informant 
said that it was confirmed from the Feft Company records that Glucksman 
With the Pacific Merchandise Company of New York was the Feft Company's 
selling agent in the United States. 


This informant received information which indicated that 
G¥@&ksman was closely connected with, if not actually director of, 
th® Societe Pour Le Commerce D'Outre Mer in Paris before he came to the 
Feft Company in London. 


D' Outre Mer was reported to have been liquidated in December, 
1937. 


Jenni Zloczower, who was interviewed at the same time as her 
husband furnished the following additional miscellaneous informations: 


Mrse Jenni Zloczower said she did not know a Zugo or a Nickey, 
The individual Eva she knows,is her daughter. 


Alisa Glucksman married a Frenchman and lives in Bayonne, France. 
Her husband is an interior decorator. 
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Eva Glucksman Orlansky has seen Alisa in France in 1948. 


Mrs. Zloczower stated that Etty Gingold is her niece, the 
daughter of Pinkus Stein and twin sister of Bertha Stein Grill, who resides 
in Bucharest, Roumania. 


Pierre Gingold was a milliner who was originally in Frankfort, 
Germany, before World War I and who has returned there. 


Gosta Stein Tauber is Mrs. Zloczower's niece and resides in 
ew York City. 


Bertha Grill's husband, Arie, was in the leather business 
in Roumania until the nationalization of all business and now he is a 
government employee. 


Ernest Tauber, according to Mrs. Zloczower, works in a knitting 
factory in New Jersey and he is a knitter by profession.

Thank you for your letter of the 26th February, reference as above, 
I should be glad if you would, as suggested, consult the American 
Authorities. Indeed, my letter of the 12th February, Was written in 
the hope that you might find it possible to assist us by contacting 
the American Authorities with certain queries upon this case. 


Nhat of course is vital to our consideration of this case, is to 
ascertain, if at all practicable, yhether t shares in the Far Eastern 
Fur Trading Co.Ltd., were held by*a#loczower and Glucksmann in their own 
right, or whether the money to start the company was provided by other 
parties to whom Zloczower and Glucksmann looked for instruction in all 
major matters in relation to the company's affairs. And that, I know, 
is the most difficult thing possible to ascertain with any degree of 
certainty. But to ascertain where the factual control lay is vital 
far the purposes of British law, 


Tt would also be material to know where Zloczower and Glucksmann 
were born, i.e. whether they had any other original nationality than 
Austrian; and where Glucksmann went afterlis release from internment 
during the war, 


For what they may be worth, I enclose herewith a letter dated 
llth September, 1948 to Hunt from our Investigation counterpart in 
Berlin, together with a copy of the enclosure, being a letter dated 
29th November, 194.6 from "Wostwag" to the Allied Commandantura of the 
Berlin Sector. 


In order that you may feel fully briefed for your projected enquiry 
of the American Authorities, I shall be pleased to cont tri with your 
Department on this case.

been interrogated, but there is no evidence available which would indicate 
any financial tie-up between Far Eastern and "Wostwag". Further, there 
is no indication that Zloczower is a nominee of the German Concern in 
connection with the U.K. ‘Company. It is, however, established that 
"Yostwag" did have branches in Shanghai, Hankau, Urga, (Mongolia), Cairo, 
The Hague and Prague, and it is confirmed that these branches were set up 
with German capital and that they have never passed into any foreign hands. 
The Mongolia Society mentioned in your letter referred to above has no 
financial connection with the German Company. 


ae T am enclosing copy of letter from the German Company dated 

29th November, 19.6, which was forwarded with their BKAK Declaration, From 
this letter you will see that the Company draws particular attention to the 
fact that the name of the Company from the end of 1938 to the beginning of 
194.6 was "Deutsche Handels-Aktiengesellschaft". 


The German Company have included in their declaration the branches 
mentioned above in a general way. No information or details regarding these 
branches are available, in fact in most instances they have had no information 
from some of the branches since 1939, 


As mentioned in my opening paragraph we have not yet finalised inquiries 
in connection with this case, and we shall therefore be coming back to this 


question in due course.

Although we have no reason to doubt the 
accuracy of our information concerning ZLOCZOWER, and 
consider that our suspicions of the F.E.F.1.C. were 
justified, we are not ina position to produce 
material proof that the F.E.F.1T.C. was a subsidiary 
of WOSTWAG or to show the source of the capital with 
which the firm was started. 

We can therefore from our point of view

TOSTWAG AND ITS ASSOCIATED COMPANIES, 


» INTRODUCTION, 


In 1922 or 1923 (legal papers suggest the date of incorporation was 
the 24th October 1925) the firm WOSTYAG was established in Berlin as an 
import-export company. Tt initially enjoyed a privileged position as an 
important agency for Soviet-German trade in Germany, maintaining close 
connections with the Soviet Trade Delegation in Berlin, although its 
business activities extended to other European and mom particularly to 
certain Far Bastern countries as well, 


FRIVITSKY disclosed that WOSTWAG was in fact created by the 4th 
(Intelligence) Department of the Red Army General Staff in order to pro- 
vide cover for a “large number" of 4th Department ayents, At the same 
time the profits from its transactions were retained by the 4th Department 

augment the Department's espionage and internal disruption grants, An 
iMiependent source also alleged in 1929 that certain of the firm's sup- 
posedly financial transactions were in fact payments made by, or on behalf 
ef, the Comintern, 


The subsequent careers of some of the persons originally connected with 
WOSTWAG in Germany, as revealed by the F.B.I. report received in January 1995, 
suggest that WOSTVAG was in fact the first of a network of firms, whose 
establishment was probably encouraged by the 4th Department, and which was 
ultimately represented in the U.K., France, the U.S.A. and the extreme Far 
Rast. 


Unfortunately the vital details of espionage activities on the parts of) | 
the firms and persons concerned in this business network have not all come 
to light, but there is sufficient circumstantial evidence (particularly in 
the links with known Soviet Military Intelligence officers and "speculant 
agents") to warrant all the companies and personnel mentioned in the follow- 
ing paragraphs being considered as having been consciously involved in 4th 
Yepartment operations of some kind. 


The whole issue is obscured by the large amount of genuine business 
conducted by the companies in question and by the undoubted business 
aptitude of most of the 4th Department men connected with the network, 
The following account is a digest of the 130 page F.B.I. report made with 
a view to concentrating the essential facts of the case and explaining 
simply the connections between the companies and persons mentioned in it. 
A few additional details from other sources have also been included where waht 
they throw further light on the activities of the companies or their employees.) 4)

TRADING OOMPANY, London, or his internment ir 1940 suggested 
GLUCKSMANN was employed by D'OUTRE MER before he joined the F,=.F.T,C, 
in late 1937. 


The company, which had business connections with WOSTWAG, China, 
and WOSTWAG, Germany, was liquidated in Deéember 1937. THE PACIFIC 
MERCHANDISE COMPANY of New York appears to have taken over some of the 
business between D'OUTRE MER and WOSTWAG, according to the GLUCKSANN 
papers. BasSilius BIICHHOLZ may have had connections with D'OUTRE MER 
through ZLOCZOWER in Paris in about 1955.

The F,E.Y.T.C. was established by Aron !HRENLIEB in February 1936, 
EHRENLIEB and Uscher ZLOCZOWER worked together in the F,&.F.T.C. for a 
time, the former from shortly after its establishment until at least 
the 4th July 1937, and the latter until the 14th April 1938. Upon 
their departure Rubin GLUCKSMANN (a 4th Department agent, according to 
KRIVITSKY) served as Director until his internment in 1940. 


The-F,E.F.T.C., in addition to its Legitimate functions as an 
importing and retailing agency for furs, appears to have acted as a 
financial clearing house for a number of companies in the WOSTWAG orbit. 
Transfers of money were made through the F,E,F.T.C. by the SOCIET! 
ANONYME and payments by the F,E.F.7.C. to the ORIZNTAL TRADINM: AND 
EBNGINSERING COMPANY, Shanghai, WOSTWAC, Germany and Far fast and the 
PaCIFIC MERCHANDISE COMPANY, New York, are also shown on the books of 
the London Pirn. 


GLUCKSMANN and ZLOCZOWER, both of the F,E.F,7.C., balanced the 
books of KISGES' company (SOCIETES ANONYME FRANCAISE POUR L' IMPORTATION

Between 1936 and 1939 sums of money in cash, totalling at least 
£1425, were paid by the F,E.F.T,C. to Jacob KNOBIL, then in Paris.

On the 14th January 1951 0.T.8.C., New York, was liquidated, 

Upon its dissolution Joseph RUBER received 315,000 from the company. 
Jacob ENOSIL (who received £10,000 from 0.7.".C. in May 1940) received 
$29,118 and Basilius BUCHHOLZ, whose connection with theifirm is obscure, 
received $2,849. 


The original 0.7.8.C., once independent, later a WOSTWAG subsidiary 
and which was finally taken over by the New York company in 1956, 
operated in the Far Bast, see paragraph (i). 
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h) TOSTWAG, Far Rast. 


By 1931 woSTWAG, Germany, had established branches in Urga 
(Outer Mongolia), Harbin (Manchuria), Kalgan (near Pekin, China), 
Hankow (China) and Tientsin and had bought over the ORIENTAL TRADING 
AND ENCINSERING COMPANY, Tientsin. These branches were meinly 
concerned with fur shipments to Surope fron China and Mongolia. 


In 1933 it was alleged that the R, 1.5. agent, Albert FETERASEND, 
was in touch with the Tientsin branch of WOSTWAG. 


The local Manager in 1931 was Aron EHRENLIES, who appears to 
have arrived in China in that year and to have stayed until 1937. 
In January 1937 THE CHASE NATIONAL BANK, Shanghai, stated that 
according to a confidential source large sums of money were from 
time to time remitted by WOSTWAG to the interior of China for 
purposes which were not clear, The bank stated that ZIR"NLIES 
always refused to discuss the operations of the firm or to submit 
any figures. . 


Adam PURPISS appears to have directed the WOSTWAG organisation 
in China in about 1937. He stated that WOSTWAG and 0,T.5.0., Far 
Hast, were entirely separate, but the stockholders of each had certain 
interests in the other. This statement seems to be at variance with 
the fact thet 0.7.%.C., Far Mast, was legally transferred to WOSTWAG 
in 1951. In 193/ the CHASE branch, Shanghai, commented that WOSTWAG 
branches in China had for a number of years been more of a Russian 
than German concern, 


TH ORIENTAL TRADING AND ENGINSERING COMPANY, Var Hast. 


This firm was formed as an independent company in Tientsin in 
1926 for exporting furs and casings and importing sundry products, 
Tt was sold in January 1931 to WOSTWAG, Germany and thereafter 
managed by Aron "HRENLISS. In December 1956 the Company was taken 
over from WOSTYAG, Germany, by 0,T.%.C., New York, which was formed 
for this purpose. Adam PURPISS became General Manager of 0,T.5.C., 
Far East on the 2lst December 1936. 


The paid in capital of 0.7,.%.C., Par Hast (with CHAS, Shanghai) 
was £150,000, this sum having been provided by Colonel C, A. UUIPER 
and L, 1, CLARK? (beth of 0.T.%.0., New York). There seems little 
reason to dcubt that this 4150,000 was in fact the #150,000 originally 
supplied by Frank KL&GeS of the SOCTETE ANONYMS FRANCAISE FOUR 
1," IMPORTATION DE LECUES SECS of Paris to Adam PURPISS for opening 
the account of the new 0,7.2.C., New York, 0.7.8.C., Par Bast, 
built up substantial accounts with the ClAS! BAN) in Shanghai and 
Tientsin, OVASE officials appear to have been very suspicious of 
the company's affairs in 1937, and described it in thet year as a 
semi-official Soviet organisation and one with powerful Soviet 
backing. 


5. THE PRE SON Av. IT I=3. 
a) Basilius BUCHHOLZ. 


According to U.S. records BUCIHOLZ was born in Blizabethgrad, 
Russia, on the lith August 1605. He was warried, and his wife, 
Panny BUCHHOLZ, was born in September 1866. They had at least one 
child, a daughter Elizabeth, who married about 1943. at the tine

of his entry to the United States in 1940 BUCHHOLZ had become a 
German citizen. 


SUCHHOLZ was not employed by "OSTWAG, Berlin, but had some kind 
of oonnection with the company during Ernst C2ZUCZI\'s association with 
the firm (1923 to 1933). 


He was stated to have been associated with Teo KATZ in his Paris 
firm SOCI™MSX about 1935. CZUCZKA worked for BUCHHOLZ in Paris some 
time between 19355 and 1933, Amongst the papers of Ruben CLICIS)\ANW 
of the FAR EASTERN FUR TRADING COMPANY, London, taken (from his office?) 
at the time of his internment in 1940 were a number of letters showing 
that he had been in business contact with BUCHHOLZ in Paris in late 
1939 and early 1940. 


BUCHHOLZ and his family entered the United States from Genoa on 
the 15th April 1940, ostensibly bound for Cuba. He stated that for 
the previous seven ysars he had lived in France, It is interesting 
that Jacob KNOBIL arrived in America on the same ship as BUCHHOLZ. 


Once in the 0.5.A. BUCHHOLZ obtained extensions to his visa 
enabling him to remain in the country until the lst February 1945. 
4 search for him made by the Immigration authorities in April 1943 
disclosed that BUCHHOLZ had moved from New York to Washington, where 
he had been appointed economist on the staff of the Russian Purchasing 
Commission on the lst October 1942. He was found to have left the 
U.S.A. from Miami on the loth November 1942 for Brazil. 


It is significant that upon the dissolution of the ORIENTAL TRADING 
AND ENGIN®ERING COMPANY, New York, in early 1941 the sua of 32,849 was 
paid from the 0.7.2.C, account into BUCHHOLZ's private bank account. 


BUCHHOL2's daughter, Elizabeth, is known to have married a Russian 
major, apparently from a Russian war tine mission to the United States. 
They left the United States via San Francisco for Russia on the 20th 
April 1943, travelling under diplomatic status. 


The Soviet Embassy and Purchasing Commission in Washington have 
denied knowledge of Basilius BUCHHOLZ. 


Lewis L. CLARKS. 


Vice President and Secretary of the ORIENTAL TRADING AND ENCINESERING 
COMPANY, New York, (CLARE is also the Director and a member of the 
Governing Board of some 30 other American Companies). 


CLARKE, together with Claude A. TUPFER, ostensibly provided the 
capital (4150,000) for the 0.T.E.C.'s, Far East, account - although 
this sum was in the first place most probably provided by Frank KL@G2S. 
In December 1937 CLARKE applied to the CHAS® NATIONAL BANK, New York, 
for information about 0.7.%.C.'s connections with Soviet Russia, and 
was told that 0.1.8.C, was apparently a semi-official Soviet organisation 
with Soviet backing. CHASE comments that CLARK® probably called to 
ascertain whether this was general knowledge, as it sesmed reasonable to 
assume that he was familiar with the Soviet connections with 0.7.!.C. 


In December 1937 CLARKE announced his intention of resigning from 
0.T.8.C., owing to its Russian/Communist connections,

Abraham EHRENLISS. 


Abraham EHRENLISB who, according to .S. records, was an Austrian 
Jew and a native of Lublin, Russia (later Poland), was born about 1896, 
In 1921 his parents, Sarah and Leizer (Eliezer?) EHRENLIEB were still 
living in Lublin. He is a brother of Aron Zelig BIHRENLIEB. A U.S. 
source stated that Abraham FMRENLICS has used the alias Antek 
JANKOWSKI. : 


In 1921 he and his brother, Aron, tried to imnigrate into the 
United States and were turned back on health grounds, Abraham 
suffering from chronic cardiac trouble, a valvular aisease of the 
heart and myopia. He was single at this time. He described 
himself as a book keeper. 


With his brother Aron, both 4th Department officers according to 
KRIVITSKY, he was sent to Berlin to establish the cover firm WOSTWAG 
in 1922/3. When WOSTWAG came under the suspicion of the German 
Police about 1926 both brothers were withdrawn from Berlin by the 
4th Department. According to KRIVITSKY Abraham was later sent to 
Tientsin. 


Some confusion has arisen in the careers of Abraham and Aron 
ENRENLIEB, since, according to records of the CIIASE NATIONAL BANK, 
Shanghai, the bank was, in January 1937, dealing with a lr. Aron 
EHRENLISB in Shanghai. At the same time CHAS", Shanghai, were 
shown @ Power of Attorney issued by WOSTWAG in favour of "“lir. Aron 
WHRENLIEB" and dated Berlin 24th June 1951. It would seem, 
therefore, that a person by the name of Aron VHRENLIEB appears to 
have been conducting business for WOSTWAG and the ORIENTAL TRADING 
AND ENGINEERING COMPANY in China in the first half of 1937, while 
British records provide reasons for believing that Aron "HR NLISH 
was at this time living in the U.K. It seems possible that, if 
EKRIVITSKY's information is correct, it was Abraham and not Aron 
who was in China in early 1937. 


e) Aron Zelig Sigmund SHRSNLISB. 


According to British and U.3. records Aron BHRENLIEB was born on 
the 19th May 1895 in Lublin, Russia (later Poland) where his mother, 
Sarah, and father, Leizer (Bliezer?), were living in 1921, and 
described himself as an Austrian Jew.  &HRENLIZB, who was a book 
keeper by profession, suffered from myopia. He appears to have 
married in England in about June 1936, lie and his brother, Abrahaa, 
both tried to enter the United States as imaigrants in 1931, but were 
rejected at Bllis Island for health reasons, 


According to KRIVITSKY Aron and his brother Abraham, both 4th 
Department officers, established the firm of WOSTWAG in Berlin in or 
about 1923. They remained in Germany until about 1926 when, owing 
to the suspicions of the German Police, they were withdrawn, 
KRIVITSKY states that Aron then worked in the 4th De, artment in 
hioscow for a time and was later sent to Drs No oOo peer 
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frou Vienna and was followed by his future wife, Gitla CHODNS (Polish 
mational, born Landwarow on the lat September 1900). He worked as 

a Director of the FAR SASTERN FUR TRADING COMPANY of London until at 
least the 4th July 1937 when he disappeared, lie dade a number of 
visits to France in 1936 and 1937. 


A™S. source stated Aron “HRENLIESB has used the cover nane 
Sigmund JANKOWSKI. 


Some confusion has arisen in the careers of Abraham and Aron 
tHRENLIES, since, according to records of the CHASM! NATIONAL, BANK, 
Shanghai, the bank was, in January 1937, dealing with a Mr. Aron 
EHRENLIZSS in Shanghai. At about this time CHAS, Shanghai, were 
also presented with a Power of Attorney issued by WOSTVAG in favour 

» | of “Mr. Aron “HRENLISS" dated Berlin the 24th June 1921, It would 
seem, therefore, that a person by the name of Aron RHREN.I£8 was 
conducting business for WOSTWAG and the ORISNTAT, TRADI: AND BNCIN"SRING 
COMPANY in Chine in the first half of 1957, while British records 
provide good reasons for believing that Aron “HREMLISS was at this 
time living in the U.X. 


A Graft business letter believed to be from Uscher 7.0CZOWER 
and addressed to "Hr. A. % WiHRINLING, Urga", written not earlier 
than October 1957, was found amongst the papers of Ruben GLUUKSMANN 
of the F.E.F.1.C., London, after his internment in 1940. It makes 
it reasonably clear that A. Z (presumably Aron Zelig) EMRENLIEB had 
fairly recently left the ¥,E.F.1.0., London, apparently on a visit to 
Urga, but had decided to prolony his stay there indefinitely and to 
give up his F.2Z,F.1.C. connections, He naa arrived in Urga by the 
23th September 19357 on which date he had written to London.

e According to KRIVITSKY, a 4th Department agent, CLUCKSMANN, took 
over the F.E.F.7.C., London, from ZLOCZOWER.

&) Samuel HOCHSTEDT, 


HOCHSTEDT is reportedly a former member of the Austrian Communist 
Party. 


fie was born in Roumania on the 6th October 15892, Formerly a 
German national he, is now believed to be a U.S. citizen. His wife 
Bmily (Amalie) was born 9.9.95 in Czernowitz, Bukovina, Roumania, A 
son, Harry, was born in Vienna on 7.9.25 and is a U.S. citizen as a 
result of U.S. army war service, 


Samuel HOCHSTEDT was in Vienna in 1922 until c. 1954 and fron 
1936 until July 1937 with SOCISMEX in Peris. He worked with the 
O.T.2.C., Shanghai, from July 1937 until August 1953, ana arrived in 
the United States via France on the lst December 19306 with his family. 


He succeeded, by means of applications for visa renewals and 
pleas of inability to return to Europe owing to the war, in staying 
in the United States. He was associated with the 0.7.2.0., New York, 
as an accountant until its dissolution in 1941. He is still in the 
U.S. (New York) where he is now employed by a diamond polishing company 


(January 1949). ; 
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h) Leo KATZ. 


KATR was a 4th Department agent according to KRIVITSKY. He 
ran the firm SOCIEMEX, Paris, during the Spanish Civil War which 
was a channel for the supply of arms to the Spanish Government. 


At least two former members of YOSTYWAC came into contact with 
KATZ and SOCI@=MtX about 1955.

Frank KLEGES © KIRCHENSTEIN, 


KL"GES, having been trained by R.I.S. agents Nicholas DOZENBERG 
and Albert FEISRABEND, was established in Paris by the 4th Department 
in 1930, where he operated the cover firm SOCIETY ANONYME FRANCAISE 
POUR Tt." IMPORTATION DES LYGUNES SCS. This firm had connections with 
the FAR SASTERN FUR TRADING COMPANY of London and WOSTWAG, Germany and 
Urga, Mongolia, 


KIRCHENSTSIN, under his alias F. KLSGES, provided the 37150,000 
which formed the capital of the ORIZNTAL TRADING AND BNGINERRING 
COMPANY set up in New York by Adam PURPISS.

j) Jacob KNOBIL. 


According to U.S. records KNOBIL was born in Tysmieniea, Austria 
(later Poland), in 1891, He served in the Austrian army from 1915 to 
1918 From 1919 to 1924 he was in Vienna, from 1924 to 1933 in Berlin 
and from 1933 to 1940 in Paris. NOBIL is married and has two sons, 


While in Paris (1933 to 1940) he was reported to be running an 
import-export business, the name of which is not known, During his 
stay in Paris he received sums of money in cash totalling £1425 from 
Rubin GLUCKSMANN of the FAR EAST!RN FUR TRADING COMPANY, London, while 
he also invested $40,900 in the ORIENTA, TRADING AND ENGINERRING COMPANY 
of New York on the occasion of its establishment. From 19358 onwards 
KNOBIL was shown as Vice President of this company in its official 
reports. According to CLUCKSMANN of the F,",¥.7.C., London, KNOBIL 
was the Paris representative of the Soviet firm MONSAKOOP of Urga. 


He arrived in New York on the 17th April 1940, ostensibly bound 
for Guba, on the same boat as Basilius BUCHHOLZ. In 1941 KNOBTT 
applied in Montreal for a visa to immigrate to the United States, 


The 0.7.8.C., New York, towards whose establishment he had 
contributed 440,009 in 1936, vaca athe into KNOBIL's private account 
in 1940. He received a further $29,000 from the firm when it was 
dissolved in January 1941. 


In 1941 he held a Polish passport issued in March of that year 
by the Polish Consul, New York. In January 1949 he was still in the 
U.SeA. (Bound Brook, New Jersey). 


} Boris NIEMCOW. 
NIZMCOW was born in Russia in about 1894. He had married by 1937. 


He acted as book keeper to YOSTWAG in Germany from 1923 until at 
least 1933 and possibly until 1937. 
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There is some confusion about NI"ON"'s career after leaving 
FOSTWAG. Joseph RUBER (ex-¥OSTWAG) stated in 1935 that NIs/CoV 
was formerly a manager of the ORITNTAL TRADIN: AND ENGINESRING 
COM ANY in Shanghai, Acoording to GT.JURSMANN of the FAR EASTERN 
FUR TRADING COMPANY of London a "NIEMKOYF" in Faris and Z..OCZOWER 
in London were responsible for forming the F,8.F.T.0, in 1933 
(this is at least partially incorrect, since the company was formed 
some two years earlier), The date of NIMMCOW's arrival in the 1). 5.A. 
is also not clear, although it would appear to have been about 
October 195/. rior to his arrival in the United States he may 
have been living in Switzerland, where he is known to have had a 
bank account. 


In February 1935 NITMCOW was introduced to the Pennsylvania 
branch of the CliiAS® NATIONAL, BANK, with whom he opened a personal 
account. His sponsor was Ernest # WRIGHT of the PACIFIC 
MERCHANDIS® COMPANY, with which NISMCOY was stated to be associated, 


It seems likely that NIZMCOW was an officer (probably Secretary) 
of the P.i.c. from at least July 1956 until the dissolution of the 
company in 1941. 


In July 19358 NrI“Moow, acting as an interpreter, accompanied 
Joseph RUS’R when the latter opened an account for the 0,7.8.0., 
New York. This account was opened with a cheque drawn on the 1.1.0. 


A month later, in August 1933, NImMoow assisted Joseph RUBER 
to open a personal account with CliASE. RUSUR's opening deposit 
was a cheque drawn on NIEMCOW's account for the sum of 34,235. 


His whereabouts are now unknown (January 1949), but the F. 5.1. 
are investigating with a view to discovering more about hin, 


) Adam PURTISS. . 


PURPISS is believed to be of Latvian origin and to have been 
born on the 14th March 1883, During 1936 and 1938, however, he 
was travelling on a Honduran passport obtained in Paris, which has 
since been repudiated. 


Originally a member of the WOSTWAG organisation in Hamburg, 
he first came to notice in the Par Tast in 1936, By then he had, 
however, been in Tientsin for sometime with the ORINTAL TRADING 


‘WD SNCITERING COMPANY. 
He was a 4th Department agent according to FRIVITSKY. 


PURPISS was General Manager of WOSTYAC in the Far vast and of 
the ORI“NTAL TRADING AND ENGINESRING COMPANY, when the latter was 
e subsidiary of WOSTWAG, while he was General Manager of ©,T.§.C., 
Far East, following its purchase by the New York company of the 
Same name. 


The CSE NATIONAL BANK at Shanghai quoted local reports in 
1937 to the effect that PURPISS was at one time associated with 
the Cheka and with the 5rd International. According to one report 
mentioned by CHASE, he was a former iigh Commissioner for the Soviet 
Province of Suter Mongolia, The bank also stated that there was a 
certain amount of mystery concerning PJRDI33' past connections. 


In April 1937 PURPISS ran a private import-export com any at 
Kalgan (near Peking) under his own name. 
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PURFISS made at least two visits to the U.K., one in October 1936 
and a second din October 1938, On both occasions he stated he was 
here on “fur business” and on the second he is known to have contacted 

LUCKSMANN of the F.f,F.T.C, 


David ROS" NSLIT. 


Born 6th June 1889 at Wonkowitch, Russia, Married 20th April 
1912 in Vienna. Wife, Gabrielle, born 4th June 188) in Vienna. 
Children Walter, born 2lst September 1913, Bric, born 11th December 
1929, entered '.5.A. from France on the 6th September 1939, Stated 
his last place of residence was Paris. 


ROS"NBLIT was a Director of WOSTVWAG in Berlin from about 1923 
’ up to September 1933. In 1929 an 3.18. report on the methods used 
by the Comintern for transferring funds to local Communist Parties 
named WOSTWAG, Germany, as being concerned in these transfers and 
cited David ROS"NBLUT as the company's liaison man with the Comintern 
transfer comnittee. 


He is now in the United States (1949), where until at least 1946 
he was operating an import-export firm known as SOCOMBO. 


Max ROTHSTEIN © Max RONSY. 


ROTHSTEIN was born in Vienna on the 17th August 1895. He was 
married, his wife, Serena, was born in Budapest on the 17th November 
1899. They were married in Berlin on the 9th July 1928 and their 
daughter, Marianne, was born on the 23rd November 1929, 


ROTHSTEIN worked for WOSTWAG in an unspecified capacity between 
1927/8 and about 1933. 


The books of the FAR EASTERN PUR TRADING COMPANY, London, reflect 
payments totalling over £1600 made to Max and Serena ROTHSTEIN in 1938 
and 1939. The payments appear to have come from the dividends of the 
company, though why they should do so is not clear, since they were 
described as being for services rendered to the company, 


ROTHSTSIN appeared to have worked in an advisory capacity for the 
F.E.F.T.C. of London sometime between 1933 and 1958, In Octobsr 19358 
he entered the nited States, nameing the F,.=.F.T.C. of London as his 
employer. By successive extensions of his visa and by a war time 
application as a refugee, he succeeded in remaining in the United States, 
During the 1939-45 war he was connected with a machine tool concern. 

He is now (January 19§9) in the United Stateé, where he has been in 
touch with Uscher Z.OCZOWER, who acted as a reference for ROTHSTEIN 
and Walter CZUCZKA. 


0) Joseph RUBER. 


Born about 1892, Marriec, RUBZR was employed by WOSTWAC, 
Berlin, in the capacity of "yrokurist" (i.e. holding power of attorney) 
from 1923 until 1933. According to one statement of RUBER's, however, 
he claims to have been in the "Paris branch office” of WOSTWAG between 


19355 and 1938. 


He arrived in the United States on the 11th June 1938 for a six 
months period an order to establish business relations with the ORI NTAL 
TRADING AND ENGINEERING COMPANY and the PACIFIC MERCHANDISE COMPANY. 
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
